COUNCIL REFORM. 


IN THE F. M8. 


— 


The following lesding article on 
Council Reform was clipped from the 
Malay Mast of August 26th. 


Tho Burmese are to bé given the 
franchise: even the women sro to bo 
allowed a vote. The bureaucracies 
which control the destinies of British 
Melaya are not likely to suggest any- 
thing of the sort for the mixed popula- 
tion we see around us. Last year a 
Select Committee was appointed in 
the Colony to consider what changes 
were desirable in the constitution of 
the Legislative Council ond a similar 
Committee was appointed here to deal 
with the federal Council, The report 
of the Straita Committee.was publish- 
ed: that of the F.AL8 Committee was 
not, It is believed that, so far ae the 
Straits report is concerned, action will 
follow. Sir Laurence Gaillemard has 
no doubt discussed this matter with 
the Colonial ‘Office and we anticipate 
a distinct step forward. 

The position of the FMS. is 
somewhat differett to that of 
the Colery. In ths latter place 
there are a Jarge number of British 
citizens of different races who mi 


entitled to” _Tepresen tation in cb 
hiieetiy, to have scme say in the 
government of their section of the 
British Empire. Here in the F.M.&., 
we bave the various Malay Rulers who 
have, for ali practical porpores, band- 
ed cver the administration of their 
respective territories to o body of 
English officials. Presumably they 
would not agree tothe passing of this |’ 
delegated power to an elected 
Council majority of umofficial 
Europeans, Chinese and Indians. 
What they bave agreed to, 80 far, is 
the nomination, by His Excellency 
the High Commissioner, of five un- 
official Kuropeans and ons Chinese to 
seats at the Federal Council. Former 
High Commissioners appear to have 
rheld the view that these gentlemen 
were on the Council in an advisory 
capacity rather than as repressnta- 
tives of the public. However, the 
world is moving on and.we are‘not 
prepared to admit that even the some- 
what peculiar political position of the 
F.MS. justifies banging and bolting 
the door against some form of re- 
presentative government. The Trans- 
vaal was not a Protectorate in the 
strict eense of the word, bat.the claim 
of Englishmen divicg there to have a 
yoico in matters affecting taeir own 
interests received the support of Mr. 
Chamberlain.

“THE RED TERROR” FRO! 
THE ARGENTINE 
INVADE CITY.

The ‘advance guards -of. the red” 
Argentine ant hava reached London © 
dwellidg-houses and already eatablish- .’ 
ed colonies there. It is known to have 
killed atleast one baby in America 
recently, and to have attacked and ” 
setionsly injured others. : 
“The Argentine ant,” asid Mr. A. 


E, Moore, honorary direo'or of the 
Vermin Represtion Society, to o 
Daily Express rapresentative. ‘bites 
its way through the tympanum in the 
ears of sleeping infants untilit reaches” 
the brain ond kills its viotins.” , 

This ant came originally from tho 
Argentine, but its hordes have pene- 
trated deep into Mexico and the 
United States. Madeira bas been 
overrun, and other islands in the 
trade routes of the Atlantic are fight- 
ing invasions, 

In Great Britain it was firet sighted 
at Eastbourne, and columns are now 
forcing theit way into many parts of 
the country, in addition to London. 

RATS ANYTHING WR EAT. 
“Ido not wish to alarm-the public . 
unnecessarily,” said Professor Lefroy, 
the distinguished entomologist of the 
Imperial College of Science recently, - 
“but the Argentine ant is one «f the 
most serious pests in the world. It 
will eat anything that we eat, 

“The plague has come to England 
T imagine, in a case of bananas or 
tomatoe from Madeirs. The vary- 
ing temperatures of ‘our normal 
summers have always kept us immune 
from Argentine ants, but the heat of 
last year and this year has enabled 
them to gain afirm foothold, Jf their 
intoads ate not checked they will be: 
come a horror to housekeeping. 

“They usually nest behind far- 
niture or Gxtures, They can be killed 
off by mixing paraffin oil with 
lubricating oil and smearing the mix- 
ture round the nest.” ~ 

MORQUITO DANGER TOO, 


Sir Brace Bruce- Poster, the eminent 
surgeon, declare: that there are now 
more potential sources of malarial in- 


fection than there have been fora 


gieas many years. 

“This,” he said, “is partly dua to 
tho handreds cf thousands of men” 
who were exposed to infection in | 
Salonica, in Esst Africa, and in) . 
Mesopotamia. Ae : 

“ Every spoonful of etagnant water 
isa possible morquitonursety. There 
are some mosquitocs that prefer the 
mountain torrents but most of them 
ate bred in swamp, ponds, and 
collections of standing water. One 
effuctive method cf dealing.with the 
larva, is to spray the water with 
paraffin oil, so that it forms a film on 
the surface. . 

‘ Every householder who wanta to 
be rid of mosquitoes, of which the 
commun gnat is o variety. should 
organise an offensive on the pests. 
All small collections of water should - 
be dealt with, such as those in—Roof- 
gutters, old can8 or buckets, rainwater 
barrels, ponds and ditches. “ Rain- 
water barrels should be covered after 
the surface has been cleared,’

The acting Puiene Judge (Mr. J.B. 
Wood) gave judgment in the Sam- 
mary Court yenterday in an action in 
Original Jurisdiction brought against 
Hughes and Hough, 
auctioneers, by Mr. Kwok Lai-Tiog, a 
raerchant, residiog at 25, Hing Lung 
Btroet. ; : 

Plaintiff claimcd damages—~ for 
breach of duty on the part of the de: 
fendanta to sign plaintiff's name as 
purchaser to a contract for the sale 
and purchase of the astean tug 
“ Hercules,” which was offered for sale 
by defendanta ss auctioneers on May 
20th, 1921 and knocked down fo 
plaintiff as. highest bidder. 

In the alternative, plaintiff claimed 


| damages fur breach of warranty that 


defendant had authority to sell the 
tug to plaintiff at the price of $10,030 

For the defence, it was contended 
that defendants wero not authorised 
by their principals and were under no 
duty to the plaintiff! to sigo a 
memorandum of the contract of sale, 
or otherwise complete the sale at tha 
prico which the vessel was, in error, 
knocked down. 

Alternatively, defendants brought 
into Court the aum of $25, which was 
eulEcient (‘hey submitted) to eatisiy 
plointift’s claim. ; 

Mr. C. G. Alabaster and Mr, Eldon 
Potter (instructed ‘by Mr. G.G.N. 
Tinson of Messra, Johnso3. Stokes 
and Master) represented the plaintiff 
and the defence was conducted by 
Mr. B.C, Jenkin (instructed by Mr. 
C.E, B. Beavis of Messrs, Wilkinson 
and Griit). .

THE JUDGMENT.

Tho Puisne Judge said :— 

This case raises the question whe- 
ther, at a sale of a chattel which is of 
the value of $100 or upwards, by 
public auction, announc2d to be with- 
out reserve, the highest bidder, to 
whom the chattel is knocked down, 
has a legal remedy against the auc: 
tioneer who has accepted his bid with 
out the authority of his principal, the 
vendor, 

The plaintiff attended an auction 
conducted by thedefendan‘s, A steam 
launch was put up for gale without 
reserve. The name of the vendors 
wai not disclosed. The plaintiff bid 
$10 000 and was. tho highest biddor. 
Defendants knookéd down the launch 
to him at that price. In fact, the de 
fendants had been anthorisad by their 
principals only to sell subject to a 
reserve price which was highee than 
$10,000, viz., £3,500. After the fall 
of -the hammzr, the auctioneer im- 
medintely realised that he had mades 
mistake, Beforeleaving thescane of the 
auction he explained the mistake to 
tho plaintiff; he rofused to make any 
memorandam in writing to render the 
contract of sale enforceable against 
the vendors. He did not put up the 
Isunch egain for auction. The 
plaintiff hera claims damages against 
the defcndants for a breach of war- 
ranty of authority to sell without 
reserve. 

OBSCURITY OF AUCTIONEERS’ LAW. 

The law relating to sales withort 
reserve by public suction is involved 
in soma obscurity. In Warlow », 
Harrison (1858, also 1839, 1E & E, 
p.295) tho sale was stated to be with- 
out reserve. The vendar himself bid 
at the auction sixty one gaineas for 
his owa property, which was knocked 
down to him at that figore by the 
auctioneer, fhe defendant. The 


plaiotiff was the ooxt highest'bidder, | F 


having b'deixty gnineas. He claiméd 
that th» vendor's bid was accepted cun- 
trary to the terms of the auction and 
thet- the making of the bid was in 
itself a breach of the terms. He 
submitted that he, himself, os the 
chighest bona fide bidder, should have 
been recognised by the defendant av 
the purchaser, The Exchequer Cham- 
ber held that the plaintiff’s declaration 
has been'wrongly framed, bat that he 
wonld be entitled to judgment on an 
amended declaration. I¢ decided that 
the form of sale to the vendor was not 
a fale in factand that, therefore, there 
had ‘been no eale; farther, that the 
defendant had warranted: that there

AN EARLIER DECISION QUFSTIONED. 
The Puisoe Judge called at*cntion 
to criticisms by learned judges of the 
decision in the case of Rainbow 9. 
Hewkins, already cited. Lord Jus- 
tice Fletcher Moulton said, !'A prin- 
cipal who gives authority tothe auo- 
tioneer to sell subject to s reserve 
price, gives no power to tbe auc 
tioncer, either expressly or impliedly. 
to accept a less price, The case of 
Rainbow v. Howkins, sa far as it ia in- 
consistent with this view, cannot be 
regarded a3 in harmony with well 
established principles. It is admitted, 
in this case, that tho price offered by 
the plaintiff was lower tuan tho re- 
serve prise. The auctioneer could not 
effeotively. accept such a bid, 
becaus» he could not make 8 con- 
tract 82 as to bind the principal t» 
acceptless than the reserve price.” 
It would thus be seen, remarked the 
Poisne IJndge, thit the Court of 
Appeal wan ready to consider farther 
the pr position /sid down in Rainhow 
v. Howkins. Tho difficulty of deciding 
which view of the law should prevail 
was felt by o Iearned writer of an 
article in the ‘‘ Sulicitora’ Journal’ 
{1907, Vol. 51 p.m. 242 and 262) on 
“Sales by Auction,” who was writiag 
shortly. after the promulgation of the 
jodgment‘ia MeManus v. Fortescue. 
It might be dua to this fundamental 
difficulty that no revisel edition of 
the text book,. Hart ‘Oa the fawa 
telaving to. Auctiongera,” bes been 
published since thosrcond edition ia 
1908. Thelestned editors: of Hals- 
bury's “ Lawa of England” Vol. 
(produced in 1907, the year of t'e 
decision in AfcManus v. Fortescue) 
had faced’ the situstion ond had 
enunciated their view of-the legal 
position in the following: terms ‘pp. 
602, 603 and 1020) :“-Where a reserva 
has been fixed by 5 vendur, there is 
no implie2-uuthority to sell without 
Teserve, oven though an auction:or 
has ostensibly so sold, and if ia breach 
of his instractions an austioneer sella 
without reserve a dale’ below the re- 
serve price will not give the purchaser 
any right to enforce the contract 
against the vendor.” Tothis | aragraph 
was added the following footnote: 
MoMaus v. Fortescue disspproving 
on this point Rathbow v. Hoxkine.” 
Oa this view of thy law 
tho pleadings in the present 
action had been drawn. The carefal 
atgoments addressed by counsel on 
both sides had assamed that. it was 
to be adopted. Moro cautiously, the 
editors of the ‘English and Empire 
Digest,’ Vol. 1, 1919.p. 662 had noted 
Raisbow o. Howkins as “doubted,” 
not 93 “disapproved” in McManus 
0. Fortescus, Ajsyggestion wus pos- 
sible that the more gendral uso of :the 
reserve price in modern times may 
hava led to a shifting of opinion from 
the view taken in Rainbow v. Howkins 
towards that recognised as preferable, 
more “in harmony with we!! estab- 
lished principles in AfcManus vs 
‘orlescue.

‘Any informalities in the 
contract lost to the plaintiff which 
would render it unenforceable by 
action at low (it is claimed) may be 
atilieed by the defendants in didinu 
tion or in annihilation of damages, 
‘The defendants had relied - (the 
Judge continged) on a paragraph in 
Vics Chancellor Heli’s judgment in 
“Wasr v, Jones" (1878, 2417. R.. 695) 
axa statement of-law applicable to 
the prea: nt case. Taken at its high- 
est, this statement was an authority 
for the following proposition; that 
where s contract had been made, 
which one contracting party, owing to 
the statutory defenco, was unable to 


| enforce by action, that party might 


not, in reapect to that contract, obtaio 
damages other than nominal damages 
from the person through whose mis 
representatioa of authority he had 
beon indaced to enter into the con- 
tract. Tiis proposition of Jaw, in 
the Judze’s opizion, did not carry the 
defendants far enough to defeat the 
plaintifi’s claim to substantial dam 
ages. In order to ehow that the 
‘proper damages were nominal the 
defendants must begin from o point 
where the plaintiff had been warranted 
@ contract aud where, owing to a 
failure of the warranty, be had re- 
caivel no contract at alt. In his 
opinion the defendants might not be 
heard to contend that the hypotho- 
tical ,contract’ in respect of which 
the plaintiff alleged that he -bad 
suffered detriment might have been an 
informal contract. The legal maxim 
‘ Omnia pracsumuntur contra spolia- 
torem might be hold to apply. Th: 
Flaintif. haviag obtained no contract, 
must be compensated in respect of the 
best contract in the contumplition of 
the parties, The Paisne Judge quoted 
cases eetablishing this’ view. The 
plaintiff bere must be compensated in 
damages for the los of his bargain, 
and in calculating the compensation 
all the invidents of his expacted bar- 
gain would be presumed in hie favour 
and not in favour.of the party who 
was found to have been in the wrong, 


© SUBSTANTIAL DAMAGES.” 


To my opinion (the Judge conclud- 
ed) the plaint ff must be- awarded 
substantial damages in thia action for 
the loss of his bargain, I shall assess 
these damages on the principle applied 
in Godwin v -Francis (1870 E.R., 5 
C.P., 295): The plaintiff, as the 
highest bidder, bid $10,000 for. the 
stam laurch, The reserve price 
/placed upon the lsuach:-way £5,500, 
roughly equivalent at-that tim to 
$30,000. Mr. Tully, Launch Inspector 
to the Asiatic Petroleum Co., Ltd., 
kad examined the launch a few days 
before the auction and had valued it 
for his employers at $25,000. On 
the date of ths auction, after the sale, 
tho defendanta themselves received 
and declined an offer of $20,000 for 
the launch. Within two months of the 
date cf the auction the owners sold 


the Isunch for $18,500. Betwaen the. 


date of the auction and the date on 
which the lanoch was sold the dollar 
exchange had risen by more than 2d. 
It seems to me, therefore, the $20,000 
represents the market-value of the 
launch on the data of . ths 
suction; and that the proper measure 
of damages is the difference between 
that sum and-thosum-bid by the 
plaintiff, namely ‘$10,000, Judgment 
for the plaintiff with costs; damages 
$10,000. ‘ .

At tho time witness moved into the 
house ocoupied by the Swinchatts, 
witness explained to them he was 
crushed financially, whereapon Swine- 
hart suggested that ho might pay at 
hia own convenience, -Later,” the 
‘board and lodging had been paid up 
to date. He left tho house on account 
of what ho had -heard from the 
T.gotmeicrs, especially from Mr. 
Tegotmeicr, who, ono day talked to 
him by the fireside, in very friendly 
way, explaining what he had heard 
from o man in the office in regard 
to what Swinebart had said concern- 
ing tho relationship between witness 
and Mts.

Referring to the times he would go 
out with Mrs. Swinchart, witness said 
he was usually invited out to parties 
when the Swinchatts were invited ond 
vice versa, As very often Swincheart 
would, at the last moment, refuco to 
go, there was nothing else to be done 
than to go ont with Mra, Swinehart. 
However, they seldom vent unaccom 
panied by a third party, Mra. Dadie- 
man usually forming s third, Witness 
denied having cvor returord with Mra. 
Swinebart ot unearthly houra as eug- 
gested by the ‘Alfords, With regard 
to the times ho would. go out with 
Mrs. Swinehart after tiffins, witness 
said sometimes he would go ou’ with 
Mrs. Swinehart and Mr. Alford and 
sometimes with Mrs. Swinchart. Mrs, 
Swinchart taugst at the Y. W.C. A. 

There were frequent wrargles be- 
tween Mr. aud Mrs. Swinebart over 
the ‘question of —housekenping 
expenses. In connection with the 
troubles between Mrs, Alford, witness 
said very often be did not know wl at 
to say. It was quile clear to him 
that the two ladies did not bave much 
Jove for cach other, Mra, Alford 
would, from time to time, ask witnezs, 
“Would you allow your. wile to de so 
and so?" or “Do you think your 
wife would do eo and ao?” 

“Witness very often had to give 
diplomatic anewers, Then, teo, Mr. 
Alford did not seem to have much 
liking, . if any, for Mr. Swinehart 
cither. One day ho told witness, 
“You know, 1 have mada that boy 
and I con unmake him I will get him 
to get rid of that woman.”

they have been putin bringing the 
matter before the Court. . 

My Lord, the niatter is ono of some 
importance, one may eay of some 
public importance, because of the 
standing of the Britist North Borneo 
Company, holding a Royal Charter, 
on theone hand, and of courses the 
nature of the publication on the other. 

The book’ (I do- not think I need 
give its nome) is a book which appears 
to be written by coma American gen- 
tleman, and it purports to be an 
account of his travels in Siam, in 
Cambodia, in Java, and io various 
Enst Indian Islands. Yo tha course 
of the book, in two chapters of it, he 
happens to make some reference to 
his alloged experiences in Borneo. 
and he there, amongst other things, 
has . written some matter—I 
need not delay to read it—but it has

Ae your Lordship will appreciate, 
these books aro frequently . publiehed 
with perbaps not quite sufficient care 
given to their contents by the raaders 
of ‘the book, and of coursc their 
attention had not been drawn to the 
statementa which only occur in two 
chapters of the book, before the events 
which happened inthis country. Not 
only have ‘they been willing to 
apslogise, anddo now repeat: their 
apology and eay they are perfectly 
satisfied that the statements are 
defamatory and such as could not 
possibly by any meons be justified: 
not only do they say tbat, but thoy 
have also sgreed with Plaintiffs to 
nasist them in making such 
publication of this apology a3 may be 
deemed reasonable and necessary by 
the parties in o:der to protect the 
Plaintiffs in every possible way. 

My Lord, under those circumstances 
I am instructed t> offor no objection 
whatever to the:perpetual injunction. 
I am not quite certain how for the

NO DIVIDEND DISTRIBUTED. . 


Tho accounts of the Compagaie des 
“Messagerics Maritimes for the 
“business year which ended on 
‘November 30, 1921, show u net profit 
of 4,152,000 francs, as compared with 
4,993,000 ‘francs for the preceding 
yeor. In view of the persistent crisis 
‘in the maritime industry, however, 
the Council of Administration deems 
it advisable to abstain from the distri- 
bition of a dividend. The report of 
the council, wiheh was presented to 
ths general meeting of ehareholders 
“held recently in Paris, uoder. the 
chairmanship of M. Felix Roussel, 
és aa follows:— 

The year 1921 is the Inat during 
which your compiny has hai to 
operate the postal lines under tho 
provisional regime instituted by the 
agreemert of August 2, 1919.” In 
virtue of Article 1 of the Convention 
of December 25, 1920, this operation 
censed to devolve upon your company 
on April 1, 1921, that ia to aay, we 
carried on the postal lines for only 
four moxths of the business year 1920- 
21. We would like to be able to add 
that the yoar is also tho Inst during 
which we shall fecl the’ effects 
of the unprecedented commercial 

crisis, of which mention was 

made in the previous — report. 
Unlortunately there is nothing to 
indicate an improvement in the 
aituation;the markets are almost dead, 
cargoes are rare, and it secm) ag i‘ 
the uastabls situation not only of 
Euro,« but of the whole world, 
must contiiué to exercise a most 
serious influence on the international 
exchange of commodities. ° 

The fort that the year under re- 
view has had tosufler from the crisis 
to which allusion has just been made, 

. ja the reason why tho results which 
. are now ‘presented are not those 
which we might have desired. We 
stated last yeir that the products of 
your free exploitation and the svb- 
sidiaty operations which we have con- 
stantly sought to develop, would 
- counter balance, or more that counter- 
balance, the losses resulting from the 
postal working, and that when the 
latter ceased to devolve upon us, the 
resulta of, your commercial domain 
would bo of a nature to inspire com- 
plete saitsfaction, We kad-good rea- 
son for this view, since the balauce 
sheet for tl:e last year showed 8 loss 
- of 33 552.554 franca resulting from the 
postal section, and a profit of 
$8,515,763 franca {rom ‘‘domaine 
‘prive.” 
DIFFICULTIES STILL. IN FRONT. 

Tha opinions then expressed atil] 
‘hold good, but the general declioe of 
busine-s and the particularly difficult 

- situat on of the shipping trade have 
seriously diminished our receipts 
during the year 1921, butwe think we 
eon assures you that, ia ‘the grave 

. cireumstai ces through which we have 
passed, ths results obtainad by our 
effurts represeot the maximum for 
which it was possible to hore. We 
would like to be able to add that the 
working conditions in 1922, in com- 

“parison with those of 1921, will show 
onotable improvement; unfortunately, 

* however, that is imposeible. 

The general causes which prevent 
aa from making that statement are 
-thoses which have made it necessary 
to Jay up an important part of your 
‘Tiner fleet, both ot Marseilles and at 
Dunkirk. The great effort of construc- 


‘+tion which was realised during the 


war ie making its effect folt today by 
an excesa of tonnage, whichis allthe 
more regrettable because commercial 
- exchanges slackened. Quite recently

RESUMPTION OF GERMAN COMPETITION, 

Despite the emall {importance 
of ths traflic wo are faced by a, re- 
sumption. of German competition, 
which was facilitated by the deprecia- 
tion of the mark; in Novembor Inst, 
we even saw the reinstatement of the 
German line: in the navigation ‘con- 
ferences, and tke resumption, eitber 
direct, or under the cover of foreign 
flsgs, of regular relations between 
German ports and the Far East. Jn 
the face of this new competition, 
French legislation continued to 
imposaa very heavy burden on us, 
Last year we alluded to the supple- 
Tocntary expenses which the company 
had to meet in order to bring the ar- 
rangementa of the four German cargo 
steamers purchased from England 
into harmony with the regulations for 
tho safety of navigation and tho 
dispositions of the eight-hours law. 

The ejght-honrs law continues to ba 
anplied to the French Mercantile 
Marina, whereas it is not eo applied to 
any of the foreign commercial fleets 
and whereas, at the meeting of the 
“Commission Paritsire Maritime” 
held under the auspices of the Inter- 
national. Labour Bureau, the repre- 
acntative of the English shipowners 
declared that “tho time had arrived 
for saying tbat the cight-hours law 
must be relegated to the list of lost 
causes, and that the vast experienc: of 
France in this matter bas 
proved that it reauits: in 
ao considerable increase in ex- 
penaes, without the seamen reo:iving 
a corresponding benefit.” “French 
shipowners are atill awaiting the com- 
pensations which M. Perris Dupuy, 
Commissary for ths Mercantile Marine, 
solomaly engaged before Parliament 
to give them, 

You are awate that the company, 
under 8 contract with the Govern- 
ment of Madagascar, is working 
certain additional services descined to 
bring the secondary porta of that 
great island into relation with the 
ports of call of the mail steamers. The 
pecuniary conditions of this contract 
not having been modified during tho 
war, while our expenses have enor- 
mously increased, we have demanded 
on several occasions a revision of the 
tariffe, and we thought that in April, 
1921, we had come to an understsod- 
ing with the Madagascar Government. 
Unfortunately this agreement was 
modified by a decision of the Governor 
General of Madagascar. and wa found 
ourselves obliged, in order to safeguard 
our rights aud interests to have 
recourss to litigation, The importance 
of this question will be realised when 
we state that the losses resulting ttom 
the working of the additional 
Madagaecar ecervices amounted in the 
year under report to not leas than 
3,150,000 francs,
